Brown University, Providence, R. I. 

The collection has been left “in per- 
petuity” and mounting and arrangement 
have finally been completed. The an- 
nouncement of this is a philatelic event 
of foremost importance and from the ac- 
counts gleaned from the philatelic and 
daily press, the true significance of the 
event and the magnitude and unique na- 
ture of the collection has not been fully 
appreciated. It is truly deserving of the 
utmost publicity, for here is a collection, 
the work of a lifetime, that has in a single 
group, one of the most complete and 
magnificent accumulations of blocks of 
United States stamps that has ever been 
gathered together. Through the gener- 
osity of Col. Knight, it has been made 
available forever for the pleasure of 
philatelists. 

It is, of course, impossible to enumer- 
ate the contents of the collection indi- 
vidually, but from the few words which 
can be set forth here, it can be seen that 
there is now, for continuous inspection 
and study, a monumental philatelic 
achievement. It is more than the mere 
question of the money spent by Col. 
Knight. The collection displays pieces of 
such beauty and rarity that one is swept 
away by the mere knowledge of the ex- 
istence of such things.

REGULAR PosTAGE ISSUES 
1842 To DATE 


The first page of the collection dis- 
plays blocks of four and eight of the first 
adhesive stamp to be used on the Ameri- 
can continent .. . the 3c U. S. City Dis- 
patch Post of 1842. Following are two 
sheets (complete) of twelve of the Post- 
Masters stamps of Providence, R. I., and 
a sheet of the reprints of this stamp. 
After this follow the regular govern- 
Mental issues arranged in chronological 
order. The 1847 series has a block of 
four and block of twelve of the 5c. The 
first is beautiful, but the block of twelve 
isnot fresh and somewhat creased. The 
10c is shown in a block of four, fresh, 

big margins and neatly pen can- 
ctlled in red. It is the only used item 


in the entire collection, excepting the 
revenue issues.

1851-57 


This is perhaps the weakest portion of 
the collection, though it is a term which 
can only be used in comparison with the 
balance. In the imperforate stamps, the 
lc is shown in two types only .. . there 
are no blocks which show the rarer types 
in combination with the more ordinary 
ones. There is a magnificent marginal 
block of eight of the 1c Type 2, and 
several blocks of Type 4, in various 
shades and showing combinations of 
recuts. The 3c are found in a wide range 
of shades and include several marginal and 
corner blocks. The collection is not lim- 
ited to blocks of four, and there are sev- 
eral larger blocks of this stamp. The 5c 
brown is one of the few blocks not found 
in the collection. The 10c and 12c blocks 
are brilliant, the 10c showing a combina- 
tion of Types 2 and 3. 


The perforated series of 1857 shows 
only a few types in the lc. There is a 
block of Type 1 from Plate 12. A block 
of 12, showing combinations of Types 1 
and 2. A block of Type 3A from Plate 
11. Blocks of Type 2 from Plates 2 and 
12 and numerous blocks of Type 5, from 
various plates. No plate 6 was noted. 
The 3c shows two blocks of Type 1 and 
several pages of Type 2, including some 
part sheets with imprint and plate num- 
ber. The 5c Type 1 block is in the dark 
shade, neither the red brown nor brick 
red are represented. However, in the 5c 
Type 2, there are several blocks showing 
a wide range of shades. The 10c Plate 
1 is shown in a single block Type 2 and 
3, while the Type 5 stamps from plate 
2 are found in a wide range of colors and 
some large blocks with plate varieties. 
The 12c black is represented by three 
blocks of four and one of 25. These are 
all from Plate 3. The 24c is shown in 
three shades and the 30c in two shades, 
while the 90c block is found in but one 
example. 


1861-66 


The “August” so called, shows two 
blocks of the 3c (sample) in shades but 
has a magnificent block of the 10c. The 
“September,” so called, is a remarkable 
lot, complete except for the 5c buff. 
Many shades are found of the Ic and 3c. 
In the latter are to be found the pink,

rose pink, and practically a complete 
range of shades. It also contains some 
imperforate blocks including the unis- 
sued “lake” shade. The other values are 
shown in shades; the 24c a rather dull 
color but the 90c in the deep bright blue. 
The 2c black has several pages given to 
it, with blocks of various sizes. The 3c 
scarlet block is pen cancelled but there 
is a magnificent block of six of the 5c 
deep red brown. The 5c brown and 15c 
black blocks are fresh but not in the best 
of condition. 


1867 EMBOSSED WITH GRILL 


This is a remarkable group, despite 
the fact that several blocks are not pres- 
ent. Here are to be found blocks of the 
3c grill all over, the 13x16 and most of 
the 11x13 groups. The 9x13 are complete 
except for the 90c. In the lower values 
several blocks of each, in shades are to 
be found. 


1869 


This series is complete and is notable 
for the freshness of every item. Some 
of the blocks ,are not centered according 
to the demands of condition cranks but 
centering must be forgotten when the 
rarity is considered. The Ic is shown in 
two shades only, but the 2c and 3c oc- 
cupy several pages of shades, large blocks 
and include end roller grills in the mar- 
gins of two of them. There is a block 
each of the 6c and 10c and two blocks of 
four and a block of six of the 12c. The 
15c Type 1 block is present, not well 
centered, but excessively rare. The 15c 
Type 2 is shown in blocks of four and nine. 
The 24c block is present, off center, but 
not believed to exist any better. The 30c 
and 90c are brilliant and centered; mag- 
nificent is the only word to describe 
them. There are two blocks of the 30c 
original without grill. The shade of these 
blocks are quite different from that of 
the regular issue. 


1870 EMBOSSED WITH GRILL 


Here the Ic is found in block of 12, 
the 2c in several blocks, in shades, the 
3c in blocks of four, of nine and an im- 
perforate block of four. The 6c and 15c 
are in blocks of four and the 7c in a

1870 No GRILL 


All values are present in this group, 
the 1c, 2c and 3c in shades. 


1873-75 CONTINENTAL BANK Note Co. 


All values are present except the 24c 
with shades of the lower values. The 3c 
is found in a half sheet and there are 
several pages of 6c blocks including 
blocks of 6, 10 and 24. The 7c, 12c and 
30c are in blocks of six. The 2c and 5c 
of 1875 are found in shades, and also in 
blocks embossed with grill. There are 
no blocks of special printings, but the Ic 
1857 reprint is found in blocks of four 
and nine, the Ic reissue of 1861 in blocks 
of four and six and the reissues of 1869 
show the Ic, 2c and 6c blocks as well as 
the 1c on soft paper in block of sixteen. 
The only other special prints are the 2c 
of 1883 which has the part perforate 
block and a fully perforated block of 
twelve. 


1879-90 AMERICAN BANK NOoTE Co. 


The 1879 series is complete, with some 
values represented by several shades. 
The 10c is shown in both types and there 
is a block of the 90c imperforate. The 
issues up to and including 1890 are all 
present and display many shades. 


1893 CoLUMBIAN 


Complete except the 4c blue error. 
Many shades of the lower values. Dollar 
values in blocks of 4 and 8 with extra 
blocks of the $2 and $4. These are not 
well selected for centering but the group 
contains many magnificent pieces. 


1894-98 

The series, unwatermarked and wa- 
termarked, is complete, with many 
shades, even up to the $2. The imper- 
forates are complete, four values in the 
1894 series and the complete set of 1895. 
In addition, there are imprint and plate- 
number blocks of six of the 1894 imper- 
forates. The 1898 color changes form a 
magnificent group of shades. 


1898 TRANS-MISsSISSIPPI 


Complete, with shades of the values 
to 10c. The 50c and $1 are in blocks of 
30, the latter showing the left arrow. 
The $2 is found in a fine block of eight. 


TWENTIETH CENTURY ISSUES 


This is an extremely beautiful group 
complete with the exception of four 
items. These are the 2c and 4c Pan 
American Inverts and the 4c and 8c 
blue paper blocks. Everything else is to 
be found and beautifully arranged with 
many shades. The collection does not 
contain any part perforated errors and 
the only thing of this nature to be found 
is the block of 2c Von Steuben imperfor- 
ated. Through the income from the trust 
fund, it has been possible for the com- 
mittee to bring the collection up to date 
and it is intended to continue the collec- 
tion by adding blocks of each new stamp 
as it is issued.

DEPARTMENT STAMPS 


In this group the collection reaches 
its greatest heights. It must seem that 
Col. Knieht had a particular liking for 
these issues for the magnificent array 
defies all attempts at description. There 
is an example of almost every known 
block in this group. Not only is there 
such a high percentage of completeness 
but there are several blocks of many 
values, all in different shades. In cases 
where blocks are unknown, the item is 
represented by a pair, or other multiple. 
Among the very rare blocks are the 30c 
and 90c Treasury on soft paper. These 
two items are not in the best condition, 
but it is certain that better blocks were 
never brought to the consideration of 
Col. Knight. 


REVENUE STAMPS 


The revenue stamps form an important 
collection by themselves. Singles, pairs 
and blocks are found throughout the en- 
tire group. The imperforate first issues 
are complete with the exception of the 
3c Playing Cards. Second issue is com- 
plete with inverts of the 50c, $1 and $5. 
Third issue is complete with the $20 er- 
ror of color and the 2c and 30c inverts. 
The Proprietary issues show a complete 
set on violet paper and up to the 10c on 
green paper. The 1875 Proprietary issue 
is complete as are the 1898 to 1902 issues. 
The 1898 has a vertical strip of four 
(complete sheet) of the $1000 green and 
black. 


PRoors 


There is a beautiful collection of India 
paper proofs, all in blocks of four. It is 
practically complete and is followed by 
an exceptional lot of revenue proofs 
which include the $5000 second issue. 


The collection is arranged in frames 
mounted in two large cases which permit 
them to be slid out for inspection. There 
are six album pages on each side of the 
frame which holds twelve pages, back to 
back. They are contained in an individ- 
ual room with northern exposure and 
never exposed to direct sunlight. Fluor- 
escent lighting will be provided and an 
air conditioning unit is being installed in 
the room. 

Philately will be forever indebted to 
Col. Webster Knight and to the mem- 
bers of the committee who have so pains- 
takingly prepared this great collection 
for public display. Every collector who 
has the opportunity, or who can contrive 
to do so, should not fail to see the col- 
lection. 

Webster Knight was not the first man 
to leave his collection to a public insti- 
tution but he is the first who has pro- 
vided for the maintenance of the collec- 
tion after his demise. He has left a large 
sum in trust and the income is to be 
wed for continuing the collection just as 
if he were alive. The entire philatelic 
World has a debt of gratitude to the gen- 
erosity of a man who could not think of 





having his treasures sold after his demise 
and in providing his collection as a per- 
manent memorial he has made a gesture 
to all Philately that leaves it forever in 
his debt. No little credit is due to the 
committee of three who have labored to 
arrange the collection in its present form 
and who have succeeded so admirably in 
making an ideal arrangement for perma- 
nent public display.

E. R. Lau of Hawaii says: “Hawaiian 
hospitality is such that even the local 
firms take advantage of it.” Postmaster 
Albert Line asked the Honolulu Cham- 
ber of Commerce to get cooperation of 
local firms to deposit mails 144 hours 
before sailing time instead of one hour; 
or that he must see to it that “Mail 
Will Close Earlier.” This would do away 
with the delaying of shipping schedule to 
the mainland and to the various islands. 
Mr. Line also pointed out that the main- 
land post office—San Francisco—closes 
3 hours before sailing time. Early mail 
deposits will also aid the proper can- 
celling of philatelic mail.—Edwin Brooks, 
Stamp and Coin editor, Chicago Herald- 
American.

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Hi-Hat Sale Sets a Record 





For a pair of 7c imperforate horizon- 
tally $162.50 was paid at the Hi-Hat 
Auction held by the Mint Sheet Broker- 
age Co. at the Golden Jubilee of the 
Garfield-Perry Stamp Club. The pair 
was from a find last year, the full details 
of which have never been published, so 
exact number known to exist is unknown. 
Though floor attendance was large, most 
of the lots, including this one, went to 
mail bidders. The price realized for the 
7c pair is a record for recent months for 
such an error. 

Other stamps also brought good prices, 
some being surprising. Prices (all for 
stamps in finest condition except as 
noted) are recorded. Right arrow block 
of 24c 1918 air $86.50; the left arrow 
block brought $9.60 and the bottom ar- 
row block $17.50, each of these however 
having one or two stamps with designs 
touched by perfs.; block of 6 $1 Pony 
Express, one thin spot, $14.50; 1c Pan- 
American inverted center, thin spot, 
$165; $5 Canada 1897 Jubilee used $9.25; 
strip of four 3c Baseball with double 
paper, $14.75; complete sheet 2c No. 499 
containing two 5c errors, $28.75; pair of 
3c 1932 regular issue, imperf. horizon- 
tally, $11.35; corner block of 30c Co- 
lumbian, $48.50; imprint block 8c Co- 
lumbian, $9; top plate block of 6 2c 
Lexington $2.50; plate block 1c Colum- 
bian $2.90; plate block of 6 1c Lexing- 
ton, $1.80; gutter block of 6 of 1c Frank- 
lin 1926-27 (three stamps on each side 
of the gutter which normally separates 
panes) $24.25; block of No. 578, $8.90, 
perfs just touching; practically perfection 
block of No. 579, $5.80, bargain of the 
sale; a copy of 404 without gum $17 
and one with gum but slightly thinned, 
$9.25; plate block of 2c 1926-27 type 2 
(No. 634b) but cut by perfs., $15.25; 
top plate block of 6 5c Pilgrim, $16.50; 
complete booklet of 2c 1903 booklet 
panes, $3.40. 


It should be noted that the price for 
the 1c gutter block was also a new record 
for such varieties. The difference in re- 
alizations for the 1918 arrow blocks is 
due to the rarity of right and bottom 
blocks as to fit post office tills, the mar- 
gins were removed from two sides of the 
sheets as printed, and generally the mar- 
gins removed were at right and bottom. 
After each lot was sold, a tab was re- 
moved on a wall chart, underneath which 
had been written the top bid of the 
highest mail bidder. In many instances 
the lots sold for much less than these 
bids, which were of course kept secret 
prior to sale. Visitors were presented 
with cardboard black “silk high hats” 
which were worn throughout by bidders. 
Nelson LaGanke, manager of the firm, 
acted as general manager of the sale and 
Don Grieve, stamp editor of the Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer, as auctioneer.

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Mark Hopkins First Day 





Quiet Williamstown, nestled in the 
Berkshire mountains, took on an air of 
festivity on March 14th, and devoted the 
day to paying honor to its native son, 
Mark Hopkins. Williams College stu- 
dents showed marked interest in securing 
first day covers. Several aged persons 
spoke to me about “Mark,” andthe days 
when he was president of the college, and 
some few had attended college under 
him. 

Mrs. Mary L. Dempsey, Postmaster, 
was a most gracious host, and opened 
the first day sale by presenting James B. 





Baxter, President of the college, with a 
sheet of stamps. A great, great grandson 
of Mark Hopkins, now a student at the 
College, was also presented with a sheet 
of stamps. Mrs. Dempsey then left the 
post office and went to the home of 
Susan Hopkins, daughter of the famous 
Mark, and made a third presentation. 
Miss Hopkins was confined to bed due 
to a dislocated hip. 

The front lobby of the post office was 
jammed at 8:15 when the windows were 
opened; but as early as 7:30 a line had 
formed at the windows. The largest 
single purchase was for 22000 stamps. 
Twenty-one clerks handled the covers. A 
collector from one of the western states 
wrote and asked the postmistress if she 
would send him a Massachusetts auto 
plate, affixed with a Mark Hopkins 
stamp and cancelled on day of issue. 
Mrs. Dempsey solved the problem by 
sending a number plate separately and 
a first day cover. 

Mr. Miller, Washington cover man, 
supervised. Cancellations were fine, both 
hand and machine, and stamps were well 
centered with plenty of plate positions 
available.

A few collectors have been trying to 
form collections of stamps showing how 
those stamps make postage rates. It’s an 
interesting sideline to try to complete 
for the Presidentials. A single 1c can 
be used of course upon a post card; it 
also can be upon a locally addressed let- 
ter mailed at a post office which has no 
carrier service; or upon a receipt for 
non-insured parcel post. The lower val- 
ues are easy to properly use by them- 
selves on covers, but the higher values 
require some ingenuity and a study of 
fees for special delivery and registry. 





A letter to Linprint from a New Or- 
leans reader, franked with only a 2c 
stamp arrived without postage due the 
other day. 





Hoover Bros. February number of 
their house organ, “The Precancel Her- 
ald” contains discussion of precancels 
on issues before 1894. They state that 
evidence (with which we agree) shows 
that whatever that “precancel” listed by 
Scott on the 1847s may be, it certainly 
has no claim to being a precancellation. 
We too think that it is a sort of con- 
trol mark, which was applied before the 
stamps were separated. This marking 
is merely an exceptionally heavy im- 
pression of the grid cancellation of 
Wheeling (then Va., now W. Va.) ap- 
plied at the junction of each four stamps, 
so that only approximately a quarter of 
the marking appears on one corner of 
each stamp. The stamps when used were 
again cancelled with an impression of 
either the, identical grid or one very 
much like it. We wonder if any speci- 
mens of ’47s are known on covers from 
Wheeling without the “whatisit”? If none 
are known, then it is conclusive the 
marking was a control marking and not 
a cancellation. The added impression of 
the grid when the stamps were used, in- 
dicates the first impression was not con- 
sidered as a cancel. 





The fact that your U. S. stamp with 
colored guide line on one side may also 
be reperforated should not be taken for 
granted. Many stamps were normally 
perforated along either the horizontal 
or vertical guide line; occasionally on 
both. Collectors should remember that it 
is the practice of the Bureau to put full 
sheet markings on all plates, no matter 
what the size (the only exceptions being 

souvenir sheets such as Chicago, 
White Plains, etc.). As an example of 
variation, in the 1922-23 series flat plate 
Printing, all values 4c to 50c are normal 
with the guide line showing only on a 
straight edge, if your copy has a guide 





line on a side that is perforated, you 
can be certain it has been reperforated. 
The $1.00 and $2.00 are normal if hori- 
zontal guide lines are straight edges and 
vertical guide lines perforated, as these 
two stamps were printed from 200 sub- 
ject plates which were cut on the hori- 
zontal guide line into two panes of 100 
each before being issued. The $5.00 how- 
ever is normal with perforated guide 
lines in both directions as it was printed 
in sheets of 100 with full markings and 
issued in that size sheet. 





A copy of 3c No. 207 is submitted in 
a decided blue instead of the normal 
green. This is undoubtedly a changeling 
as green stamps can be changed to blue 
by simple chemical action. 





From Santa Ana, Calif. is noted an 
unusually light cancellation on letter 
mail. It consists of a single-line oval 
about 1x1% inches at its widest points, 
with no lettering or inscription whatso- 
ever. The line itself is a very thin one. 
Evidently something locally prepared. 





The Parcel Post stamps, as reader 
Harry Himmelfarb points out, were 
valid for postage on letter mail, but were 
not generally so used. They are occa- 
sionally found on post cards and letters 
of the period when the stamps were 
being used and have been noted used on 
commercial mail as late as 1925 or so, as 
at that time the Ic and 2c were still 
worth very little over their face value. 





The likeness of the late Senator Borah 
will not adorn the stamp due in July 
for the 50th anniversary of statehood of 
Idaho. Postal officials stated the reason 
for rejecting the proposed design was 
that the stamp is to commemorate a 
historical anniversary with which Mr. 
Borah had “‘no connection.” 





The Post Office Department announced 
that stamp sales through the Depart- 
ment’s Philatelic Agency for the month 
of February totalled $119,979.19.

NEWSPAPER PUBLICITY 


Almost invariably articles of a phila- 
telic nature gotten out by regular news- 
paper people hew true to form in that 
the truth on the subject is handled reck- 
lessly and exaggerations and misinforma- 
tion is the regular order of things. The 
editor of the stamp page of the New 
York Herald Tribune composed a rather 
lengthy article about precancels for the 
March 17th issue. The article could have 
been a good constructive missive had 
the editor taken the pains or time to 
have a real Precancel man read over his 
endeavor. Generally the article is ac- 
curate enough but when he starts to 
explain the why and wherefore of bureaus 
and states 250,000 coils and 500,000 
sheet stamps must be ordered. Quoting 
“With such a supply the price of indi- 
vidual specimens can rarely exceed a 
few cents apiece.” That killed all the 
good things said. Later on in the article 
mention is made about the errors and 
the SPRINGFIELD error is attributed 
to Massachusetts instead of ILLINOIS. 
These things could have quickly been 
corrected by any real precancel collector 
and a good and worthwhile article could 
have been presented to the public, but 
the blood of a true newspaper man runs 
in the veins of the editor and another 
article of the same type we have suffered 
so long was foisted upon the stamp read- 
ing public. 


PRECANCEL FORUM 


Came in the other day with a Ic Vin- 
cennes, Ind., Pres. U-12. Have you got 
your copy yet? This magazine bids fair 
to be as interesting as the Midwest News 
but the publishers intend to keep within 
their means. A very interesting article 
by Al Jones on the craze for Presidential 
bureaus. Here is an excerpt which speaks 
the truth pure and simple. 

Too much attention centered on any 
one group of precancels throws the com- 
plete picture out of balance. If equal 
interest could be shown in old-type, new- 
type and presidential bureaus and then 
also city-type precancels not be neg- 
lected, that would be the ideal situation 
but the ideal is difficult, if not impos- 
sible, of being achieved.

UNLISTED PRECANCELS 


Harold P. Piser of Flushing, N. Y., an 
ardent general collector who has an out- 
standing general collection and who does 
considerable trading has come up against 
the vexing question of pricing unlisted 
precancels. Any general collector knows 
that it is simply an impossibility to keep 
up the catalog with the many new vari- 
eties, but since he has some and the fel- 
low he trades with has some as well as 
cataloged items they must agree on some 
sort of a basis for a barter. Mr. Piser 
states that almost every collector has a 
different system and here are some of 
the systems Mr. Piser has come up 
against. One collector adds five cents to 
the price of the same denomination of 
the previous issue. (What if that de- 
nomination wasn’t used in the previous 
issue?) Another subtracts five; another 
places an arbitrary figure of 35c on all 
unlisted items regardless of denomination. 
Three other collectors use arbitrary fig- 
ures of 20, 25 and 30c. Therefore, Mr. 
Piser would like to hear from traders, 
their systems, and he hopes to evolve 
from these a workable system that may 
be used by all in handling unlisted pre- 
cancels. Write H. P. Piser, 41-08D Par- 
sons Blvd., Flushing, N. Y. — Comment: 
It would seem to me that if such a solu- 
tion is found you also would have found 
a solution for a simplified catalog about 
which we heard so much last winter. The 
problem attacked from the above angle 
is really difficult, but when reduced to 
the more basic form of barter alone it 
becomes simplified. I did considerable 
trading myself at one time and most of 
the collectors I traded with I guess were 
traders at heart, too, so we traded on a 
stamp for stamp basis, making a few 
divisions like the 13s, 14s, 17s and 25s 
being in a class and sometimes dividing 
it a little finer in that the 17s and 25s 
were on a par and the other two values 
in a class, too. Commems, dollar values 
and electro doubles were made on a 
separate basis, too, but since there were 
few of these they bothered no one. After 
a year’s trading in this manner I doubt 
if one or the other of us traders had 
beaten the other fellow a dollar’s worth 
of stamps. Since each would have been 
willing to lose that much or more to get 
stamps he needed no concern was given 


to that aspect at all and everybody 
seemed happy. Of course this is getting 
rather “primitive” to trade in this man- 
ner but it saved a lot of time pricing 
and fussing over fixing up your trading 
material. 


British Empire News 





Through courtesy of the KenMore 
Stamp Co. we are enabled to have infor- 
mation on the latest changes in British 
Empire stamps. Ascension will have a 
4d added to the current series and the 
3d will have its colors changed. Aus- 
tralia will issue a Queensland centenary 
stamp or stamps, and also will provide 
new varieties to meet changed postal 
rates by either surcharging or adding 
new stamps to the regular series. Can- 
adians of the French-Canadian Associa- 
tions in Montreal are reported trying to 
have a joint issue of stamps for Canada 
and France, similar to the issue now in 
prospect in England and France. Brit- 
ish Solomon and Gilbert & Ellice Islands 
will receive new sets of postage due 
stamps, first ever issued there, consisting 
of 8 values from 1d to 1/6. New Zealand 
has issued the new 8d of the Centenary 
set overprinted for Official use. The 7d 
which it replaced was not issued in that 
form. St. Helena will also add an 8d to 
its regular issue and change the color of 
the 3d. 

; All of the above changes of denomina- 
tions are caused by the war’s effect on 
postal rates. Britain itself may issue the 
first semi-postal stamp if pleas for a Red 
Cross issue are heeded.

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Famous American Scientists 

















DR. WALTER REED 


America’s best known military surgeon and bacteri- 
ologist, Dr. Reed was born in Gloucester County, Va., 
Sept. 13, 1851, son of a Methodist clergyman and de- 
scendant of a 17th Century settler in North Carolina. 
At 15 he is recalled as possessing an unusual range o: 
knowledge, including the classic languages. He grad- 
uated from the University of Virginia, and Bellevue 
Hospital Medical College in New York City, being given 
his doctor’s degree in 1869. Reed was appointed assistant 
surgeon in the U. S. Army with rank of First Lieutenant 
in 1875, promoted to Captain in 1880 and Major Surgeon 
in 1893. In 1890 he was stationed at Baltimore and there 
studied bacteriology under a professor at John Hopkins, 
continuing these studies in his own laboratory where he 
taught student officers. His theories were often opposed 


as in some respects he was far ahead of the average 
military surgeon of his time and ignorance was hard to overcome despite the high 
percentage of casualties in the army from disease. Sanitation was poor and Reed’s 
chance came during the Spanish-American War when disease killed more soldiers 


than enemy bullets and forced investigations. 


In 1893 he had been appointed 


curator of the Army Medical Museum at Washington and was considered by the 
time of the war one of the leading bacteriologists, with a marked ability to trace 
the origins of epidemic diseases. His reports as head of a commission investigating 
typhoid prevalence among troops, and later yellow fever in Cuba, were the 
groundwork that led to banishment of these diseases. He proved the true cause 
of yellow fever epidemics and this scourge of Cuba for three centuries was ended 


and the Atlantic seaboard of the U. S. 


freed from perpetual fear of it. The fly 


was first fully recognized as a carrier of typhoid and sanitation methods recom- 
mended by Reed ended this menace. After the war and these duties were com- 
pleted he was appointed professor at the Army Medical school and also at 
Columbian (now George Washington) University, but death caused by appendicitis 
cut short his career, Reed dying at Washington on Nov. 22, 1902. Married April 
25, 1876, he was survived by his wife, a son (now a Major General) and a daughter.

The better grade Aus- 
trians have entirely disappeared from the 
New York market. Another striking ex- 
ample of this foreign exchange dealing 
has increased the wholesale price of the 
10 Shilling Dolfuss stamp of Austria to 
a new high of $27.00. 





The long awaited stamps from Ger- 
many have finally arrived. This set, 
known as the Leipzig Fair, has been due 
for the past month, and because of the 
blockade and other hazards in sending 
these stamps to America this delay was 
necessitated. Advices from Switzerland, 
Netherland and Belgium indicate that 
this set may be a limited issue as the 
German government is preparing to issue 
a multitude of stamps giving each issue 
a short monetary postage value.
